On 23 April, the barracks installation at Leipz j. g-Hei terbli ck (8442) 
quartered about 800 soldiers. No observations indicating a transfer were 
made at the installation and at the railroad stations of Taucha and Pauls- 


southeast of the barracks Installation.

From 12 to 20 April, the Panzer Kaserne (ll6l) in Dorna was still occupied 
to capacity by about 1,000 troops. Troops observed wore rod-bordered black 
epaulets with tank insignia. Ho training activity was noticed. Trie re was 
hoi ever intensive activity in the garages and tank sheds. Several strong 
Iron bars were placed at the south gate of the installation® Local residents 
told that units of an undetermined strength departed tovard Chemnitz. No 
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preparations for loadings were made at the freight station. 
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poianente The units of the 3 th Gds Koch Div stationod in Leipzig 
and Borna^apparently prepared for the departure to the summer camps.
